RESIDENCIES 

The  Institute  has  a limited  number  of  open- 
ings for  qualified  clergy  who  wish  to  engage 
in  advanced  clinical  training  towards  certi- 
fication as  Institutional  Chaplains  (minimum 
one  year)  or  Supervisors  of  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education  (one  to  two  years).  Residencies 
normally  begin  September  1.  In  addition  to 
supervised  pastoral  care,  group  work,  special- 
ized study  and  research,  residents  may  have 
the  opportunity  to  gain  supervised  pastoral 
counselling  experience  through  one  of  the 
local  agencies.  Residents  who  qualify  to  pro- 
ceed towards  certification  as  supervisors  will 
assist  in  summer  training  programmes.  Appli- 
cants who  have  had  two  quarters  (6  months] 
of  clinical  training  and  who  wish  to  engage  in 
further  training  must  meet  with  the  Accredi- 
tation Committee  of  the  Canadian  Council  for 
Supervised  Pastoral  Education.

The  Toronto  Institute  for  Pastoral  Training 
was  founded  in  1957  to  provide  closely  super- 
vised field  education  in  pastoral  care  for 
theological  students  and  continuing  profes- 
sional education  for  parish  and  institutional 
clergy  of  all  churches.  A Committee  of  Direc- 
tion guides  its  activities,  and  courses  are 
offered  through  the  Division  of  University 
Extension,  University  of  Toronto. 

The  Institute  is  affiliated  with  seven  theo- 
logical schools  in  the  Toronto  area,  all  of 
which  give  academic  credit  for  successfully 
completed  courses  under  the  Institute.  By 
special  arrangement  students  of  the  Toronto 
Graduate  School  of  Theological  Studies  may 
enrol  in  clinical  pastoral  training  as  part  of 
the  prerequisite  for  advanced  degrees. 

The  curriculum  approximates  that  recom- 
mended by  the  American  Association  of 
Theological  Schools,  the  Association  for 
Clinical  Pastoral  Education,  U.S.A.  and  the 
Canadian  Council  for  Supervised  Pastoral 
Education.  The  teaching  staff,  clergymen  with 
experience  in  parish  ministry,  institutional 
chaplaincy  and  supervision  of  clinical  pas- 
toral education  are  licensed  by  the  Canadian 
Council  for  Supervised  Pastoral  Education 
and/or  the  Association  for  Clinical  Pastoral 
Education. 

Courses  are  designed  to  provide  theological 
students,  clergy  and  religious  workers  with 
an  opportunity  to  deepen  their  understanding 
of  pastoral  care  and  to  develop  greater  skill 
and  sensitivity  in  ministering  to  the  people 
in  their  community.  Through  the  resultant 
strengthening  of  religious  leadership  clergy 
are  better  equipped  to  function  pastorally  and 
to  prepare  laity  for  responsible  Christian 
service. 

Included  are  supervised  pastoral  calls,  group 
life  sessions,  clinical  seminars,  individual 
supervision  and  theoretical  study  in  the  social 
sciences  and  pastoral  care.  Authorities  in 
several  disciplines  allied  with  the  ministry 
regularly  contribute  through  lectures,  group 
discussions,  demonstrations,  and  personal 
consultation.

Full  time  six  week  and  twelve  week  pro- 
grammes of  clinical  pastoral  education  are 
open  to  theological  students,  clergy  and  quali- 
fied religious  workers,  both  men  and  women.

5:00  p.m.  five  days  per  week.  Collateral  read- 
ing and  written  assignments  are  required 
outside  the  course  hours.  Some  evening  and 
weekend  duties  may  be  assigned.  Applications 
must  be  received  by  APRIL  1,  1968.  Appli- 
cants will  be  notified  as  to  acceptance  within 
three  weeks  of  their  application  date.
